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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 09/19/2006 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11-20 are allowed (Claims 1-10 are canceled by the Applicant). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 1 -20 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of two semiconductor substrates, which are metallized on a surface thereof, 
wherein a closed group of bumps are arranged between the semiconductor substrates; 
an open radiation slot in at least one pair of side walls of the semiconductor substrates; 
and a bump, connected to a circuit of a semiconductor module, arranged between the 
closed group of bumps and the radiation slot, enabling the microwave antenna to be 
excited. It is these limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the 
combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record 
which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

Honma et al. (JP 09252217 A) teaches the antenna has a semiconductor 
substrate and a dielectric separated by a predetermined interval by a bump. A ground 
conductor is formed on the surface of the dielectric substrate. A microwave circuit is 
formed on the semiconductor substrate. However, Honma et al. does not disclose or 
teach two semiconductor substrates, which are metallized on a surface thereof; an open 
radiation slot in at least one pair of side walls of the semiconductor substrates; and a

bump, connected to a circuit of a semiconductor module, arranged between the closed 
group of bumps and the radiation slot, enabling the microwave antenna to be excited.
